Monday,  April  6, 1885.

5worn  or  affirmed  by  Hon.  Judge  William  N.  Ashman. 

Mr.  Hartman  moved  to  proceed  to  the  nomination  and  elec- 
tion of  a  President  of  Common  Council  for  the  ensuins;  term. 
Which  was  agreed  to. 
The  President  announced  that  nominations  w^ere  in  order. 
Mr.  Hoffman  nominated  Charles  Lawrence. 
The  President  called  Mr.  Bardslev  to  the  Chair. 
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Mr.  McCully  moved  that  Charles  Lawrence  be  elected  by- 
acclamation. 

Which  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

And  Charles  Lawrence  was  declared  unanimously  elected 
President  of  Common  Council  for  the  ensuing  term,  and  was 
conducted  to  the  Chair  by  Mr.  Moran,  Avho  administered  the- 
oath  of  office  to  him. 

Mr.  Lawrence,  upon  taking  the  Chair,  made  the  following 
address : 

Gentlemen  or  Common  Council: — I  desire  to  thank  you 
for  this  mark  of  your  continued  confidence,  and  I  can  assure 
you  that  I  appreciate  the  honor  you  have  again  conferred  upon, 
me.  Having  served  in  the  position  during  the  past  year,  I 
have  some  idea  of  the  responsibilities  attached,  and  will  en- 
deavor to  perform  the  duties  impartially  and  to  the  best  of  my 
ability. 

I  hope  to  receive  from  you  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  your 
kind  forbearance  and  assistance  in  preserving  order  and  en- 
forcement of  the  rules. 

I  think  it  well,  at  this  time,  to  take  a  view  of  the  situation 
and  the  condition  of  city  alfairs,  and  I  hope  you  will  pardon  me 
for  referring  to  some  of  the  important  subjects  that  will  re- 
quire our  consideration. 

Our  financial  condition  is  steadily  improving.  In  1877,  the 
tax  rate  was  |2.25;  in  1878,  it  was  |2.15 ;  in  1879,  it  was 
$2.05  ;  in  1880,  it  was  $2.00  ;  in  1881,  it  was  |1.95  ;  in  1882, 
it  was  $1.90,  and  in  1883,  it  was  reduced  to  $1.85,  at  which 
it  still  remains.  Notwithstanding  these  reductions  of  our 
revenues,  by  prudent  and  economical  legislation,  the  funded 
debt  has  been  reduced  very  materially,  and  the  appropriations^ 
to  the  Sinking  Fund  and  the  interest  account  are  reduced  cor- 
respondingly. During  these  years  all  the  running  expenses 
of  the  various  departments  have  been  paid,  and  large  amounts^ 
have  been  expended  for  permanent  improvements.  Appro- 
priations, averaging  about  $800,000  per  annum,  have  been 
made  for  the  erection  of  the  new  City  Hall.  As  this  magnifi- 
cent building  will  be  completed  in  a  few  years,  this  drain  on 
the  treasury  must  soon  cease.  The  Trustees  of  the  City  Gas 
Works  will  turn  into  the  City  Treasury  a  surplus  amounting 
to  over  $2,000,000  in  July  next.  With  this  amount  at  our 
disposal  many  needed   improvements   can  be  made.     It  has

l^een  suggested  that  an  Act  should  be  passed  allowing  Councils 
to  negotiate  a  loan  for  improvements,  and  many  reasons  can 
be  advanced  in  favor  of  the  idea.  It  is  undoubtedly  true  that 
"Nve  are  paying  off"  the  debts  contracted  before  our  time,  and  at 
the  same  time  paying  for  improvements  for  coming  generations ; 
but,  nevertheless,  we  should  be  very  careful  in  considering  the 
question  of  increasing  our  obligations.  If  our  investments  in 
the  sinking  fund  were  considered  as  assets  against  our  liabili- 
ties, it  would  be  found  that  our  debt  is  much  below  7  per  cent, 
of  the  taxable  property.  When  the  works,  parks,  etc.,  owned 
T)y  the  city  are  taken  into  consideration,  the  assets  will  be 
found  to  be  far  beyond  all  liabilities,  and  our  finances  would  be 
considered  in  a  healthy  state.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  no  un- 
forseen  circumstances  will  arise  to  compel  us  to  act  otherwise 
than  in  the  careful  manner  in  which  we  have  been  conducting 
our  aff"airs. 

The  water  supply  is  a  matter  that  should  meet  with  our 
most  careful  consideration.  The  Chief  Engineer  of  that  de- 
partment has  given  it  a  great  deal  of  study,  and  many  valuable 
suggestions  have  been  made  to  Councils.  I  am  satisfied  that 
you  will  give  your  earnest  support  to  that  department.  The 
engineers  and  surveyors '  employed  under  the  direction  of 
the  Chief  Engineer  in  making  the  necessary  surveys,  will,  no 
doubt,  be  able  to  report  to  us  at  an  early  day,  so  that  we  may 
be  enabled  to  form  some  idea  of  the  necessities  of  the  future, 
and  the  best  water  attainable.  The  intercepting  sewer  to 
Manayunk  is  being  constructed  as  fast  as  practicable,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  when  it  is  completed  the  Schuylkill  water 
will  be  much  improved. 

The  want  of  additional  subsiding  basins  or  reservoirs  taust 
be  admitted,  and  I  am  glad  that  Councils  have  taken  the 
necessary  steps  to  have  them  erected.  The  proposed  basin  at 
Cambria  street  will  relieve  the  wants  of  the  people  in  the 
northwestern  portion  of  the  city.  The  completion  of  that 
basin  will  dispense  with  the  use  of  several  smaller  ones,  and 
the  sale  of  the  property  where  they  are  located  would  help  to 
■defray  the  expense. 

The  distribution  has  been  much  improved  during  the  past 
two  years,  and  much  more  will  be  accomplished  during  the 
present  year,  as  Councils  very  wisely  appropriated  ^220,000 
for  mains,  $100,000  for  replacing  small  pipes,  $135,000  for 
maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  distribution,  and  $6,000 
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for  one  hundred  new  and  improved  plugs.  The  annual  report 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Department  should  be  read  care- 
fully by  every  member  of  Councils,  as  much  valuable  informa- 
tion can  be  derived  from  it. 

A  marked  improvement  in  the  government  of  our  highways 
was  made  by  forming  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  con- 
sisting of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Water  Department,  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Department,  and  the 
Superintendent  of  the  distribution  of  gas.  As  the  members 
of  the  Board  are  in  charge  of  the  several  departments  that 
have  occasion  to  open  the  streets,  much  unnecessary  opening  is 
now  prevented,  thereby  saving  expense  and  keeping  our  streets 
in  better  condition.  The  Board  of  Experts  on  street  paving, 
appointed  by  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  by  authority  of  an  ordi- 
nance of  Councils,  consisting  of  Gen.  Gillmore,  U.  S.  A., 
Capt.  Green,  U.  S.  A.,  and  Edward  P.  North,  Esq.,  have 
presented  their  report.  The  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors 
have  prepared  an  ordinance  on  the  subject,  which  will  be 
brought  before  you  for  your  consideration  at  a  very  early  day. 
Belgian  blocks  and  asphaltum  are  gradually  taking  the  place 
of  the  old  cobble  stones.  Councils  very  wisely  passed  an 
ordinance,  which  prevents  the  paving  of  any  more  streets  with 
cobble  stones.  We  are  spending  about  $100,000  per  annum 
for  improved  pavements. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  better  if  we  could  make 
our  contracts  for  cleaning  the  streets  in  a  diiferent  manner. 
If  they  were  made  for  a  period  of  years  (say  not  less  than, 
five),  the  contractors  could  afford  to  procure  the  best  machinery 
for  the  purpose,  and  have  the  necessary  number  of  horses  and 
carts  to  remove  the  dirt ;  enough  money  is  appropriated  to  do 
the  work  in  a  thorough  manner,  but  much  complaint  is  made 
as  to  the  way  in  which  it  is  done.  It  might  be  well  to  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  the  city  purchasing  the  machinery, 
and  to  either  make  contracts  to  have  the  work  done,  and  allow 
the  use  of  the  plant,  or  to  employ  men,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Highway  Department,  to  do  it. 

The  proper  drainage  of  a  city  like  this  is  a  necessity.  The 
health  of  the  people  should  be  carefully  guarded,  and  much 
depends  upon  the  sewerage  and  the  proper  connections  thereto. 
Considerable  money  is  being  spent  yearly  in  improving  the 
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system,  and  it  is  money  well  expended.     A  number  of  sewers 
will  be  built  during  the  present  year. 

In  my  address,  one  year  ago,  I  said :  "  The  education  of  our 
children  is  of  paramount  importance.  Everything  depends 
upon  the  intelligence  of  the  people.  The  children  of  the  pre- 
sent day  will  be  the  rulers  of  our  country  in  the  future.  It 
behooves  us  to  see  that  they  are  fitted  to  perform  their  duties. 
Where  ignorance  predominates,  crime  and  lawlessness  have  full 
sway.  No  better  legacy  can  be  left  to  our  coming  citizens 
than  a  good  education."  In  repeating  this,  I  desire  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  report  submitted  to  Councils,  reminding 
you  of  the  need  of  more  school-houses.  We  will  probably  be 
able  to  add  to  the  appropriation  of  $75,000  for  that  purpose 
during  the  present  year.  The  subject  of  technical  schools, 
wherein  boys  are  instructed  in  the  use  of  tools,  is  one  that  is 
attracting  considerable  attention.  Very  few  boys  are  learning 
mechanical  trades ;  and,  in  the  natural  course  of  events,  there 
will  be  a  scarcity  of  American  mechanics  in  a  very  few  years. 
This  would  be  a  situation  to  be  deplored  ;  skilled  labor  makes 
the  wealth  of  countries.  The  Board  of  City  Trusts  have  con- 
sidered this  subject  to  be  one  of  such  importance  that  they 
have  constructed  a  building,  at  Girard  College,  on  an  extended 
scale,  and  have  furnished  it  with  the  necessary  machinery  and 
tools,  to  give  the  boys  a  chance  to  become  proficient  in  the 
working  of  woods  and  metals.  They  intend  to  erect  a  foundry 
and  blacksmith  shop  in  connection  with  the  building  referred 
to.  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  passed  an  Act  instructing  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  furnish  school-ships,  with  the  neces- 
sary officers,  to  several  of  the  seaport  cities — Philadelphia 
being  one  of  those  named — for  the  purpose  of  educating  boys 
to  become  seamen ;  New  York  took  advantage  of  the  offer,  and 
has  had  one  in  successful  operation  for  a  number  of  years.  I 
offered  a  resolution  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  City  Trusts, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted,  to  have  a  Committee  ap- 
pointed to  take  into  consideration  what  steps  were  necessary 
to  be  taken  to  have  one  here.  Many  boys,  who  are  now  grow- 
ing up  in  idleness,  might  be  made  useful  men.  I  think  this 
subject  should  meet  with  the  consideration  of  Councils. 

The  unfortunate  fire  at  the  Insane  Department  of  the 
Almshouse  has  necessitated  the  immediate  erection  of  a  new 
building.     Proposals  have  been  received  for  ground  for  that 
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purpose,  and  it  will  be  one  of  our  first  duties  to  select  and 
purchase  it.  We  have  about  $125,000  available,  and  so  soon 
as  the  plans  are  approved  the  erection  of  the  building  can  be 
proceeded  with.  The  old  buildings  will  require  the  expendi- 
ture of  considerable  money  to  furnish  the  necessary  protection 
and  accommodations  for  the  inmates,  which  I  am  sure  will 
meet  with  your  approval. 

The  safety  of  our  lives  and  property  is  entrusted  to  the 
Police  and  Fire  Departments.  The  men  employed  in  these 
departments  have  duties  to  perform  which  are  arduous  and 
dangerous.  The  oflBcers  and  men  have  performed  them  in  such 
manner  as  to  be  a  credit  to  themselves.  I  renew  my  sugges- 
tion, that  some  means  should  be  devised  to  compensate  them  in 
case  of  injury  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  to  assist 
their  families  in  case  of  death.  To  enable  us  to  do  that,  aji 
Act  would  have  to  be  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State. 

The  Police  Patrol  system  has  shown  its  usefulness,  and  its 
further  extension  is  judicious. 

The  city  has  been  compelled  to  pay  to  the  State  Treasurer 
over  $300,000  as  a  tax  on  the  $11,600,000  bounty  fund  loan. 
Councils  thought  it  unjust  that  we  should  be  taxed  on  a  loan 
negotiated  not  for  the  safety  of  our  city  alone,  but  of  the  State 
and  Nation.  A  committee  of  both  branches  was  instructed  to 
go  to  Harrisburg  and  request  the  Legislature  to  pass  an  Act 
exempting  the  tax. 

The  Committee  performed  that  duty,  and  I  feel  confident  that 
the  Act  will  be  passed.  This  would  save  the  city  about 
$35,000  per  annum.  The  amount  advanced  by  the  city  to 
the  Norristown  Insane  Asylum  will,  without  doubt,  be  returned 
by  the  State  Treasurer.  The  Committee  Avere  assured  that  an 
item  was  inserted  in  the  appropriation  bill  to  that  effect.  It 
amounts  to  more  than  $100,000. 

The  erection  of  the  new  County  Prison  will  be  commenced 
as  soon  as  the  necessary  preliminaries  are  completed.  The  ap- 
propriation made  for  the  purpose  is  deemed  sufficient  for  what 
could  be  done  during  the  present  year. 

The  reappointment  of  the  special  Committee  on  Municipal 
Government  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  wise,  and  I  would  recom- 
mend that  it  be  made  a  Standing  Committee.  There  appears  to 
be  a  conviction  that  some  changes  should  be  made  in  our  form 
of  government,  and  much  good  could  be  done  by  having  this 
Committee  consider  the  subject  thoroughly. 
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The  President  announced  that  nominations  were  in  order  for 
Clerk  of  Common  Council  for  the  ensuing  term. 

Mr.  Hoffman  nominated  John  Eckstein, 

Mr.  Hartman  moved  that  John  Eckstein  be  elected  by  ac- 
clamation. 

Which  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

And  John  Eckstein  was  declared  unanimously  elected  Clerk 
of  Common  Council  for  the  ensuing  term. 

The  President  announced  that  nominations  were  in  order  for 
Assistant  Clerk  of  Common  Council  for  the  ensuing  term. 

Mr.  Moran  nominated  George  W.  Kochersperger. 

Mr.  Ewell  moved  that  George  W.  Kochersperger  be  elected 
by  acclamation. 

Which  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

And  George  W.  Kochersperger  was  declared  unanimously 
elected  Assistant  Clerk  of  Common  Council  for  the  ensuing 
term. 

The  President  announced  that  nominations  were  in  order  for 
two  Clerks  and  Messengers  for  the  ensuing  term. 

Mr.  Clay  nominated  Gavin  Neilson. 

Mr.  Hoffman  nominated  George  W.  Johnson. 

Mr.  Zane  moved  that  Gavin  Neilson  and  George  W.  Johnson 
be  elected  by  acclamation. 

Which  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

And  Gavin  Neilson  and  George  W.  Johnson  were  declared 
unanimously  elected  Clerks  and  Messengers  of  Common  Council 
for  the  ensuing  term. 

Messrs.  John  Eckstein,  George  W.  Kochersperger,  Gavin 
Neilson,  and  George  W.  Johnson,  appeared  before  the  Clerk's 
desk,  when  the  oath  of  office  was  administered  to  them  by  the 
President. 

The  President  appointed  William  H.  Felton,  Page,  and 
Henry  A.  Kammerer,  Doorkeeper. 

The  President  then  introduced  Rev.  Snyder  B.  Simes,  who 
read  a  passage  of  Scripture,  and  made  an  appropriate  prayer.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
adopt  the  following  minute  in  reference  to  the  death  of 
General  tJ.  S.  Grant: 

It  is  especially  fitting  that  the  representatives  of  a  city  so 
often  honored  by  his  presence,  and  which  repeatedly  showed 
its  attachment  to  him  as  a  soldier,  as  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  as  a  man  dear  to  the  hearts  of  the  people,  should 
make  this  record  of  his  greatness,  and  of  his  country's  love  and 
sorrow. 

The  foremost  of  American  citizens,  after  months  of  suffering 
and  heroic  endurance,  is  at  rest.  Educated  by  the  people  he 
became  the  illustrious  leader  of  the  people's  cause  in  the  struggle 
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for  national  unity.  His  purpose  in  that  cause  never  faltered. 
His  courage  became  aggressive  when  others  feared  defeat.  He 
was  calm  when  others  were  disturbed.  He  finally  triumphed, 
and  the  Union  Avas  saved. 

In  the  hour  of  victory  he  showed  his  greatness  of  heart. 
Having  overcome  his  opponents  by  arms,  he  won  them  by 
generosity.     He  displayed  no  selfish  pride  or  vanity. 

His  glory  will  be  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  world,  and 
in  its  material  monuments;  and  his  memory  will  live  in  the 
love  of  the  friends  of  free  government  in  all  the  ages  to  come*. 
He  earned  a  "renown  which  will  never  grow  old." 

Twice  called  to  the  Presidency,  he  conserved  in  peace  those 
interests  which  he  had  secured  by  war. 

When  he  visited  other  lands,  kings,  potentates,  and  peoples   • 
gave  a  glorious  reception  to  the  Citizen  of  the  Western  Re- 
public.    He  was  discreet  and  wise  amid  all  the  splendors  of 
his  travels,  and  bore  his  unparalleled  honors  with  the  modesty 
that  was  a  part  of  the  man. 

America  hailed  his  return  with  joy,  and  his  journey  eastward 
across  the  continent  was  one  continuous  welcome.  The  pride 
and  love  of  his  fellow-citizens  made  his  progress  a  peaceful 
triumph. 

In  this  city,  on  that  bright  winter  day  of  his  coming,  the 
enthusiasm  was  intense,  and  the  procession  in  his  honor  was 
a  pageant  grander  than  had  ever  been  known  in  its  previous 
history. 

Endeared  to  his  countrymen  by  his  deeds  and  by  his  char- 
acter, there  has  been  an  anxious,  tender  interest  felt  in  all 
parts  of  the  land  during  the  months  of  his  misfortunes  and 
subsequent  sickness.  His  greatness  has  been  remembered. 
His  achievements  have  been  recalled.  The  gratitude  of  other 
years  has  been  rekindled.  To-day  thousands  are  sad  because 
of  his  death.     The  whole  nation  mourns. 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  joins  in  this  common  sorrow,  and 
extends  to  the  family  of  Gr'eneral  U.  S.  Grant  its  profound  sym- 
pathy in  the  loss  of  a  loving  husband  and  father.

Dear  Sir: — When  the  Manayunk  intercepting  sewer  is 
completed  to  the  Falls  of  Schuylkill,  branches  will  have  to  be 
constructed  to  carry  the  sewage  into  it,  and  also  the  rain  water 
in  the  vicinity  of  Dobson's  Run. 

It  would  be  best  for  the  storm-water  sewer  to  be  built  on  a 
street  to  take  the  place  of  the  stream  which  now  winds  through 
private  property  for  more  than  a  thousand  feet  from  its  mouth. 
For  this  purpose  a  street  should  be  laid  out  near  the  north 
side  of  the  Reading  Railroad,  from  the  River  Park  drive  to 
Scott's  lane ;  and  when  located,  authority  should  be  given  to 
enter  immediately  on  the  ground  to  construct  the  necessary 
sewer  connections.     The  right  of  way  will  also  be  required  to 
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enter  upon  ground  at  the  Wissahickon  creek  to  carry  the  sewer 
through  the  dam  breast,  and  also  upon  the  sewer  line  at 
Manayunk,  between  the  canal  and  the  river,  where  no  streets 
are  laid  out.

Gentlemen  : — A  copy  of  your  Joint  Resolution  of  March  5, 
1885,  requesting  information  relative  to  free  beds  in  the  Hos- 
pital of  the  Jefterson  Medical  College,  has  been  certified  and 
sent  by  the  Clerk  of  Common  Council  to  the  Trustees  of  said 
Oollege,  and  was  read  and  submitted  at  a  meeting  of  said 
Trustees  held  on  the  first  inst.  And  on  their  behalf  we  beg 
leave  to  reply  thereto,  as  follows  : 

Inasmuch  as  your  resolution  neither  alludes  to  the  authority 
under  which  you  require  the  information  sought,  nor  to  the 
object  or  purpose  for  which  it  is  sought,  we  are  left  to  con- 
jecture that  you  acted  in  the  matter  under  the  belief  that 
the  city  authorities  had  the  power  to  insist  upon  the  transfer 
of  certain  inmates  of  the  Hospital  connected  with  the  Alms- 
house, to  our  wards,  in  which  impression,  we  are  confirmed 
by  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  R.  C.  McMurtrie,  Esq.,  Chair- 
man of  a  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor, 
seeking  from  us  substantially  the  same  reports  required  by 
your  resolution. 

In  the  proper  discharge  of  our  duties  to  the  Institution 
■committed  to  our  care,  Ave  are  constrained  to  protest  against 
and  deny  that  we  are  under  any  obligation  to  make  to  you,  or 
to  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  any  report  as  to  the  administra- 
tion of  our  Hospital,  or  the  use  of  its  beds.  But  as  a  matter 
of  proper  courtesy  to  your  bodies,  and  for  the  information  of 
the  public,  we  volunteer  to  furnish  the  tables  hereto  appended, 
which  have  been  complied  by  our  Superintendent  from  the 
records  of  our  Hospital. 

It  is  true  that  our  Hospital  has  been  the  recipient  of  pecu- 
niary aid  from  the  State  Treasury,  and  that  the  appropriation 
of  such  aid  has  been  coupled  with  conditions,  which  we  have 
fully  and  generously  complied  with.  But  those  conditions 
contemplate  our  furnishing  free  Hospital  service  to  poor  and 
■deserving  persons  from  all  parts  of  Pennsylvania,  and  not 
alone  from  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia ;  and  so  we 
have  understood  and  acted  under  the  Legislation  applying  to 
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the  matter.  While  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  always  had 
her  full  quota  of  the  charitable  relief  our  Hospital  extends  to 
the  sick  and  suffering,  very  many  patients  from  other  parts  of 
the  State  are  received  and  treated  in  our  free  beds. 

We  have  not  conceived  the  idea  that  any  reasonable  con- 
struction of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  relating  to  the  State  appro- 
priation for  our  Hospital,  would  impose  upon  our  Institution 
the  obligation  to  accept  inmates  of  any  Almshouse  or  Poor- 
house  which  might  be  attempted  to  be  transferred  to  our  wards. 
You  will  see,  by  the  appended  tables. 

First.  That  we  have  already  expended  for  the  relief  of  poor 
patients  without  charge,  an  aggregate  amount  almost  equal  to- 
one-half  of  the  entire  fund  paid  by  the  State. 

Second.  That  with  both  pay  and  free  patients,  our  Hospital 
is  at  the  present  time  so  nearly  filled,  that  our  spare  beds  are 
no  more  than  are  absolutely  required  to  meet  the  emergencies 
presented  by  accidents  and  casualties  such  as  are  liable  to  occur, 
and  for  which  any  properly  equipped  Hospital  ought  always 
to  be  prepared. 

We  are  not  to  be  held  as  assuming  that  we  are  not  liable  to 
the  supervision  and  inspection  of  the  properly  authorized  dele- 
gates of  the  State,  to  insure  that  our  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  this  Hospital  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  require- 
ments of  our  Charter  and  the  laws  of  the  State,  but  so  far  as  we 
are  advised,  the  State  has  never  delegated  any  such  super- 
visory power  either  to  your  bodies,  or  to  the  Guardians  of  the 
Poor.

N.  B. — It  is  the  practice  of  this  Hospital  to  receive  all 
proper  applicants  for  curative  treatment,  so  long  as  there  are 
any  beds  unoccupied  therein,  without  regard  to  whether  they 
be  able  to  pay  or  not.  But  as  the  purpose  of  the  Hospital  is 
to  treat  patients  whose  maladies  are  such  as  give  some  grounds 
to  hope  they  will  yield  to  treatment,  we  do  not  give  admis- 
sion to  chronic  or  incurable  cases,  as  they  would  keep  out  the 
class  we  try  to  relieve.

Gentlemen  : — In  reply  to  a  resolution  adopted  by  Councils 
on  March  11,  1885,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  by  the  Select  and  Common  Conncils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of 
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Fhiladelphia  be,  and  they  ai^e,  hereby  requested  to  communi- 
cate to  these  Councils,  any  suggestions  they  may  deem  import- 
ant, concerning  the  preparation  of  the  city  against  an  outbreak 
of  Asiatic  Cholera. 

The  Board  of  Health  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following : 

The  chief  aim  of  the  Sanitary  Organization  is  the  preven- 
tion of  disease,  rather  than  its  palliation  or  removal.  To  avoid 
or  reduce  the  quantity  of  preventable  disease,  of  which  Cholera 
may  be  taken  as  a  type,  the  most  essential  condition  is  Clean- 
liness. To  secure  this  should  be  the  main  object  of  the  local 
Sanitary  Authorities.  There  should  be  cleanliness  as  regards 
the  water  supply  ;  cleanliness  as  regards  the  public  ways  and 
places ;  cleanliness  as  regards  the  removal  of  all  waste  matters 
and  refuse  ;  cleanliness  as  regards  all  sorts  of  offensive  business 
and  trades  ;  cleanliness  as  regards  food ;  cleanliness  as  regards 
drainao-e  and  sewerage  ;  and  cleanliness  as  regards  habitations 
and  private  premises.  Cleanliness  of  the  person  is  also  of 
prime  importance. 

The  purity  of  the  public  Avater  supply  is  of  the  highest  value, 
and  all  sources  of  pollution  should,  as  far  as  practicable,  be 
promptly  removed.  Private  wells,  wherever  liable  to  pollution, 
should  be  at  once  abandoned ;  and  this  work  the  Board  of 
Health  have  now  under  contemplation.  The  public  ways  and 
places  should  be  kept  thoroughly  clean.  In  poor  neighbor- 
hoods, and  in  the  vicinity  of  market  houses  and  provision 
depots,  this  is  specially  necessary;  The  sewers  should  be 
cleaned  Avhen  necessary  and  frequently  flushed  in  the  warm 
season.  Garbage,  dust  and  ashes,  should  be  removed  fre- 
quently and  in  a  thorough  and  cleanly  manner.  All  sorts  of 
offensive  business  and  trades  should  be  kept  under  the  strictest 
surveillance,  so  as  to  prevent  offensive  effluvia  and  putrescent 
outflow.  It  is  highly  important  that  the  food  supplies  of  the 
city  should  be  placed  under  Sanitary  Inspection,  to  act  as  a 
check  and  preventive  of  impure  articles  being  sold  to  the 
public. 

Refuse  nuisances  abound  on  private  premises,  and  are  a 
source  of  great  danger  to  the  health  of  the  community.  To 
ferret  out  those  nuisances  and  have  them  promptly  removed,  it 
is  necessary  to  carry  out  a  house  to  house  inspection  of  the 
whole  city. 

This  of  itself  is  an  arduous  task,  but  the  Board  of  Health 
deem  it  most  essential  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  health, 
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and  are  therefore  about  organizing  such  an  inspection,  which 
will  be  carried  on  until  the  whole  city  shall  have  been 
thoroughly  gone  over,  provided  the  necessary  appropriation  is 
secure  for  conducting  the  work. 

The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  nuisances  to  be  abated 
will  require  an  additional  appropriation  for  this  purpose. 

In  case  Cholera  should  make  its  appearance  in  the  city,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  have  means  at  hand  for  caring  for  these 
first  cases  with  the  greatest  promptitude  and  dispatch.  Tem- 
porary hospitals  may  be  required,  and  also  an  ambulance  corps, 
for  the  ready  transport  of  such  patients  as  require  to  be  re- 
moved from  their  homes.  It  will  also  be  necessary  to  have  at 
hand  the  proper  means  of  disinfection,  and  the  power  to  employ 
officers  to  take  charge  of  the  branch  of  Sanitary  work. 

Additional  Sanitm-y  Inspectors  will  be  needed,  to  take 
charge  of  cases  of  Cholera,  and  supervise  and  direct  in  the 
sanitary  management  and  care  of  persons  and  premises.  An 
appropriation  made  for  these  objects  should  be  provisional : 
that  is,  it  should  not  be  drawn  upon,  and  Avill  not  be  required 
unless  Cholera  is  actually  present  in  the  city. 

The  Board  of  Health  will  issue  a  circular  to  the  people,  con- 
taining advice  upon  "  Sanitary  ajid  preventive  measures  or 
what  to  do  to  prevent  the  Cholera." 

To  carry  out  the  objects  above  set  forth,  the  Board  of  Health 
respectfully  urge  the  grant  of  an  appropriation  of  forty-seven 
thousand  four  hundred  (47,400)  dollars  : 

For  the  employment  of  special  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  making  a 

house-to-house  visitation $10,000 

For  the  employment  of  six  inspectors  of  food,  four  months 2,400 

For  the  removal  of  nuisances 25,000 

And  as  a  provisional  fund  to  be  expended  only  should  Cholera 
appear,  for  temporary  hospitals,  ambulance  corps,  disin- 
fecting corps,  assistant  medical  inspectors,  etc 10,000 

Total $47,400

Gentlemen: — Under  ordinances  of  January  5,  1884,  and 
December  15,  1884,  the  Highway  Department  contracted  with 
T.  P.  Smart  to  pave  Twenty-second  street,  with  Belgian 
blocks,  from  Christian  street  northward,  as  far  as  $11,893.12 
would  admit.  A  large  proportion  of  the  work  was  done,  and 
a  payment  was  made  on  account. 

Ordinance  of  March  9,  1885,  directs  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways  to  issue  a  warrant  in  the  sum  of  $2,833.41, 
to  Steen  &  Johnson,  for  macadamizing  Germantown  avenue. 
This  amount  was  taken  from  the  sum  set  apart  for  the  contract 
with  T.  P.  Smart,  on  Twenty-second  street,  and  leaves  a 
deficiency  to  that  extent  in  Smart's  contract. 

Mr.  Smart  is  under  contract,  and  has  put  up  security  for 
the  whole  work,  but  the  Highway  Department  is  now  unable 
to  pay  him  until  the  above  deficiency  of  $2,833.41  is.  made 
good  by  a  further  appropriation. 

Appended  is  a  copy  of  correspondence  with  the  City 
Solicitor,  relative  to  the  matter ;  also,  the  draft  of  an  ordi- 
nance to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  deficiency.

Dear  Sir: — Herewith  I  send  you  copy  of  ordinance  of 
March  9,  1885,  which  directs  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways to  draw  warrants  in  the  sum  of  $2,838.41,  in  favor  of 
Steen  &  Johnson,  for  macadamizing  Germantown  avenue.  A 
contract  for  macadamizing  Germantown  avenue  was  made  by 
my  predecessor  under  date  of  November  15,  1882,  the  work 
having  been  authorized  by  ordinance  of  Juue  29,  1880,  page 
121,  and  October  21,  1882,  page  278.  The  contract  on  file 
at  the  Controller's  office,  is  very  lengthy,  and  shows  that  it 
has  been  copied  in  the  press  book.  I  therefore  conclude  that 
there  is  in  your  office  a  press  copy.  Said  contract  provides 
that  the  city  shall  pay  in  warrants  a  total  amount  of  $40,000. 
The  contractor's  price  for  all  the  work  is  $1.45  per  square 
yard.  For  all  street  intersections  the  city  was  to  pay  the  full 
cost  in  warrants.  For  macadam  opposite  private  property,  the 
balance  of  the  $40,000  remaining  after  paying  for  street  inter- 
sections was  to  be  applied.  A-ny  amount  then  remaining  due 
was  to  be  paid  in  assessment  bills  against  abutting  property. 

Since  payments  had  to  be  made  as  the  work  progressed,  it 
became  necessary  to  at  once  determine  the  rate  per  square 
yard  at  which  assessment  bills  should  be  made.  This  was 
fixed  by  the  District  Surveyor,  from  approximate  measurements 
made  before  the  work  was  done,  at  67  cents  for  the  proportion 
to  be  paid  by  assessment  bills,  and  78  cents  per  square  yard 
to  be  paid  by  the  city,  the  two  together  making  up  the  contract 
price  of  $1.45  per  square  yard. 

When  the  work  was  finally  completed,  and  the  last  pay- 
ments were  made,  it  was  found  that  this  apportionment 
between  assessment  bills  and  city  warrants  caused  the  city  to 
pay,  not  the  full  $40,000,  but  $2,833.41  less  than  that  amount. 
In  the  meantime,  however,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways had  approved  bills  for  all  the  work,  amounting  to  the 
full  price  bid  by  the  contractor,  and  it  is  probable  that  nearly, 
is  not  all,  the  abutting  property  owners  have  already  paid  their 
assessment  bills  at  the  rate  of  67  cents  per  square,  and  the 
city  has  paid  78  cents  per  square  yard  for  the  macadam  oppo- 
site private  property,  and  $1.45  per  square  yard  for  all  street 
intersections. 
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I  having,  therefore,  already  approved  bills  in  full  for  all 
work  done,  can  I  under  ordinance  of  March  9,  1885,  approve 
another  bill  for  Steen  &  Johnson,  for  the  sum  of  $2,833.41? 

Again,  the  matter  is  further  complicated  by  a  contract  since 
made  with  T.  P.  Smart,  for  paving  Twenty-second  street, 
under  ordinances  of  November  21,  1882,  page  313;  January 
5,  1884,  page  16;  and  December  18,  1884,  and  to  be  paid  for 
mostly  out  of  the  same  Item  3,  from  which  the  $40,000  was 
set  apart  for  macadamizing  Germantown  avenue. 

This  contract  with  Smart  covers  the  whole  balance  remain- 
ing to  the  credit  of  the  item,  including  the  $2,833.41  left  over 
from  the  $40,000  set  apart  for  Germantown  avenue,  and  the 
work  has  been  mostly  done,  though  paid  for  only  in  part. 

Can  this  balance  last  referred  to  be  supplied  to  Smart's 
contract  ?

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — The  resolution  of  Councils  of  March  5, 1885, 
has  received  our  careful  attention,  and  we  beg  to  report 
thereon  : 

As  to  the  obligations  resulting  from  the  Acts  of  Assembly, 
it  seems  to  us  very  clear  that  the  city  has  nothing  to  do  with 
them.  They  constitute  contracts,  and  the  city  is  not  a  party. 
They  are  doubtless  charities,  but  the  State  is  the  founder,  and 
the  rule  is  well  settled  that  the  Attorney  General  alone  can 
interfere. 

The  city's  obligation  (we  speak  of  legal  obligations  only)  is 
measured  by  the  statutes  imposing  the  duty  ;  but  we  are  aware 
of  no  principle  that  enables  the  city  to  ease  themselves  by 
casting  the  burden  on  a  charity,  or  by  enforcing  a  contract 
between  the  State  and  either  the  University  or  the  Jefferson. 
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Obviously,  too,  that  duty  arising  under  these  statutes  in- 
cludes the  sick  and  injured  from  all  parts  of  the  State.  And 
as  the  State  can  release,  so  they  can  decline  enforcing. 

As  respects,  therefore,  the  duties  under  the  Acts  of  Assem- 
bly, we  respectfully  suggest  that  if  any  doubts  exist,  the 
opinion  of  the  legal  adviser  of  the  city  be  taken,  before  it  is 
attempted  to  interfere  with  these  corporations. 

As  to  the  University,  however,  there  is  a  distinct  right  in 
the  city  by  contract.  Whether  it  will  avail  in  the  present  emer- 
gency depends,  we  think,  entirely  on  the  meaning  of  the  con- 
tract, and  the  alleged  performance. 

The  duty  arises  exclusively  by  contract,  and  that,  we  assume, 
is  stated  in  the  Ordinance  of  1872. 

For  a  grant  of  land  on  which  to  build,  the  University  is 
bound  to  set  apart  and  maintain  in  the  hospital,  at  no  time, 
less  than  fifty  free  beds,  for  the  use  of  poor  of  the  city  re- 
quiring hospital  treatment. 

This  is  plain  enough  ;  but  if  the  beds  are  set  apart  and 
maintained,  and  are  occupied  by  poor  persons  of  the  city, 
without  charge,  can  there  be  a  doubt  that  the  condition  is  com- 
plied with  ?  Is  it  not  in  spirit  as  well  as  in  letter  ?  There  is 
no  right  of  nomination  reserved  or  given  expressly  or  by  im- 
plication. 

Doubtless  the  city  can  require  the  beds  to  be  occupied,  and 
if  there  is  a  vacancy,  fill  it  up. 

But  the  result  must  be  that  there  will  be  no  room  for  cases 
specially  requiring  hospital  treatment. 

As  to  the  condition  of  aifairs  at  the  University  Hospital,  we 
beg  to  refer  you  to  a  letter  of  the  head  of  that  establishment, 
which  it  seems  to  us  shows  a  full  performance  with  the  contract. 

It  is  true  that  there  may  be  good  reason  to  suspect  that  the 
terms  originally  settled,  which  induced  the  city  to  make  the 
grant,  are  not  embodied  in  the  ordinance  or  deed.  But  this  is 
one  of  the  cases  in  Avhich  it  is  so  obvious  that  the  written  con- 
tract must  govern,  that  it  is  hardly  worth  inquiring  into  the 
verbal  arrangement.  The  reason  is  obvious — unless  the  Uni- 
versity authorities  did  assent  to  some  other  than  the  contract 
set  out  in  the  deed,  it  is  surely  not  binding  on  the  corporation. 
Nor  can  it  be  said  that  the  city  meant  to  exact  anything  more 
than  they  did  thus  exact.  And  how  is  this  to  be  inferred  from 
conversations  at  the  meeting  of  the  committees  appointed  on 
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behalf  of  each  body,  if  these  differ  from  the  deed  and 
ordinance  ? 

The  crowd  in  the  Philadelphia  Hospital  was  the  result  of  a 
fire  in  the  Insane  Department,  compelling  a  transfer  to  the 
hospital.  If  we  were  able  to  shift  a  part  of  our  patients  to 
the  University,  what  will  be  the  end  gained  ?  Hospital  ac- 
commodations, already  scarce  enough,  become  less  by  crowding- 
insane  persons  into  the  hospital  buildings.  Would  it  not  be 
wiser  to  transfer  paupers  temporarily  to  workhouses,  and  insane 
temporarily  to  insane  hospitals,  and  keep  the  hospital  for  the 
sick  as  ample  as  possible? 

We  beg  to  call  attention  again  to  the  ftict,  that  if  authorized 
and  supplied  with  funds,  we  can,  for  $18,000  above  the  insur- 
ance money,  provide  ourselves  with  a  two-storied  building 
more  than  600  feet  long  by  60  feet  wide;  for  inmates  of  any 
kind  selected,  and  make  this  practically  fire-proof. 

At  present  there  is  no  overcrowding,  because  of  the  removal 
of  the  insane.  No  part 'of  the  Almshouse  is  now  occupied  by 
that  class,  and  in  the  hospital  there  are  but  16  of  the  insane. 

At  the  time  of  making  this  report,  there  are  955  beds  and 
13  cots  in  the  hospital ;  of  these,  852  are  occupied  by  hospital 
patients,  16  by  insane  persons,  and  103  are  vacant.  The 
statistics  change  almost  daily. 

We  think  attention  should  be  called  to  one  of  the  results  of 
the  introduction  into  the  hospital  of  the  new  system  for  the 
Nursing  Department,  apart  from  the  improved  character  of 
nurses  and  nursing. 

By  the  removal  of  the  accommodations  for  nurses  from  the 
hospital  building  to  the  house  formerly  occupied  by  the 
Children's  Department,  95  beds  have  been  added  to  the  hos- 
pital accommodations. 

What  has  been  stated,  we  think,  w^ill  be  deemed  a  sufficient 
reason  why  no  inquiries  have  been  made  of  any  other  hospitals 
than  the  University  and  the  Jefferson,  as  directed  by  the 
resolution. 

1.  The  information  would  be  of  little  or  no  value,  as  the 
fiicts  would  vary  from  day  to  day. 

2.  There  is  no  reason  whatever  at  present,  nor  has  there 
been  since  we  were  relieved  of  the  houseless  insane,  for  calling 
on  these  institutions  to  aid  the  city  in  the  duties  belonging  to 
its  own  hospital. 
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o.   There  is  no  pretence  of  a  right  to  use  the  other  histitu- 
tions.

My  Dear  Mr.  McMurtrie  : — It  gives  me  pleasure  to 
reply  to  the  queries  contained  in  your  two  communications  of 
March  24.  Although  the  point  directly  raised  is  as  to  the 
compliance  Avith  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  of  City  Councils 
of  1872,  I  venture  to  send  you  full  information ;  also,  as  to 
our  position  in  regard  to  the  Acts  of  Assembly  of  1872-73, 
making  appropriations  to  the  LTniversity  of  Pennsylvania, 
towards  the  erection  of  a  General  Hospital.  These  Acts  ap- 
propriated $200,000  to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  on 
condition  that  there  hould  be  raised  the  additional  amount  of 
$350,000,  for  endowment  of  the  hospital  to  be  erected,  and 
that  there  should  be  200  beds  in  said  hospital,  which  should 
he  free  to  all  cases  of  recent  injury  occurring  ivithin  the  con- 
fines of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Before  the  Act  of  1873,  Avhich  appropriated  the  second  sum 
of  $100,000  was  passed,  the  plans  of  the  proposed  hospital 
were  exhibited  before  the  full  Legislature  (both  Houses  in  joint 
meeting),  and  were  fully  approved.  Owing  chiefly  to  the 
enormous  rise  in  wages  and  cost  of  building  materials,  how- 
ever, it  proved  impossible  to  erect  the  hospital  for  the  sum  of 
$200,000 ;  it  cost  $284,500  to  erect  the  main  building  and 
one  wing,  with  an  accommodation  of  120  beds.  Benevolent 
persons  contributed  $84,500  required  for  this  purpose,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  sums  received  from  the  State.  In  1875,  application 
was  made  to  the  Legislature  for  an  appropriation  to  complete 
the  erection  of  the  wing  reijuired  to  give  accommodation  for 
100  more  beds.  The  appropriation  was  reported  favorabl}^  l)y 
the  Finance  Committee,  and  foiled  only  for  want  of  a  quorum. 
!No  subsequent  attempt  lias  been  made  to  secure  aid  from  the 
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State  ;  but  the  Trustees  of"  the  University  and  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  hospital  have  addressed  tliemselves  to  the 
onerous  task  of  enlarging  the  capacity  and  the  endowment  of 
the  hospital.  Through  the  munificent  liberality  of  Henry  C. 
Gibson,  Esq.,  a  second  wing,  with  accommodation  for  about  90 
beds,  at  a  cost  of  over  $75,000,  has  been  erected. 

Ever  since  the  first  day  the  doors  of  the  University  Hospi- 
tal were  opened,  the  obligation  to  the  State  has  been  complied 
with  in  the  full  spirit  of  the  law\  In  not  a  single  instance  of 
recent  injury — and  this  has  been  interpreted  in  the  most  in- 
dulgent manner  possible — has  the  sufferer  not  been  promptly 
admitted. 

The  present  buildings  of  the  hospital  have  therefore  cost 
$860,000,  of  which  $160,000  came  from  private  sources. 
The  endowment  funds  are  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Univer- 
sity, as  a  separate  trust  fund ;  not  a  dollar  goes  to  the  uses  of 
the  University ;  not  a  dollar  has  ever  been  expended  save  for 
the  direct  pui'poses  of  the  trust,  to  wit:  the  maintenance  of  a 
General  Hospital,  subject  to  the  obligations  to  the  State  and 
the  city.  The  plans  for  the  hospital  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  which  will  be  carried  into  effect  so  soon  as  funds 
can  be  secured,  contemplate  the  erection  of  four  more  pavilions 
or  wings,  with  an  average  capacity  of  100  beds  each,  giving  a 
total  capacity  of  600  beds  ;  and  it  is  the  intention  to  have  these 
fully  endowed,  so  as  to  be  freely  available  for  the  sick  and 
injured  of  this  city  and  State. 

It  Avill  be  observed  that  there  was  no  time  fixed  for  the  full 
compliance  with  the  conditions  of  the  Acts  of  Assembly.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  the  $350,000  which  was  to  be  raised  as  en- 
dowment would  have  maintained  only  70  beds.  Much  more 
than  this  has  actually  been  done,  as  will  be  shown  imme- 
diately. 

Despite  the  strictest  economy,  the  amount  expended  annu- 
ally in  the  support  of  free  beds  has  always  considerably  ex- 
ceeded the  income  from  the  invested  funds,  and  this  yearly 
deficit  has  always  been  made  good  by  friends  of  the  hospital. 
Not  one  dollar  has  ever  been  asked  for  or  received  from  State 
or  city. 

I  have  thus  far  considered  the  relations  of  the  University 
Hospital  to  the  State,  and  Avill  now  ask  your  attention  to  the 
manner  in  which  the  obligations  to  the  city,  as  embodied  in 
ordinance  of  1872,  have  been  complied  with.     I  will  not  bur- 
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den  you  with  detailed  figures  for  each  year.  Suffice  it  to  say, 
that  at  present  there  are  in  the  hospital  110  patients,  all  seri- 
ous cases,  surgical  or  medical.  Of  these,  90  are  free,  not  in 
any  way  contributing  for  their  support,  and  of  this  number 
not  less  than  60  are  poor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  There 
are,  therefore,  actually  maintained  for  the  city  more  than  was 
ever  promised  ;  and  these  beds  are  actually  and  continuously 
occupied  by  cases  selected  solely  with  reference  to  the  gravity 
and  urgency  of  their  suffering. 

In  accomplishing  this,  as  already  stated,  a  heavy  annual 
deficit  has  been  incurred.  For  the  year  terminating  June  1, 
1885,  the  actual  deficit  will  be  $10,000,  at  least,  and  the 
Board  of  Managers  are  now  actively  engaged  in  soliciting 
contributions  from  this  wonderfully  benevolent  community,  to 
make  good  this  large  deficit,  so  that  the  charity  of  the  hospital 
may  not  be  restricted. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that,  bearing  in  mind  that  we  must 
admit  instantly  every  case  of  recent  injury  brought  to  the 
hospital,  and  that  at  any  hour  12  or  20  cases  of  serious  injury 
may  require  admission  (as  has  happened  after  serious  explo- 
sions or  railroad  accidents),  it  would  appear  impossible,  or  at 
least  highly  injudicious,  for  the  managers  to  admit  any  more 
cases  of  ordinary  sickness  or  chronic  afl'ection,  Avhile  the 
hospital  contains  so  great  a  number  as  at  present. 

The  State  and  city  has  thus  become  possessed  of  the  im- 
mense and  ever-growing  benefits  of  a  great  hospital,  the  build- 
ings of  which  have  already  cost  $360,000,  while  the  endow- 
ment already  approaches  $500,000,  all  of  which  are  held  in 
special  trust  for  the  sole  purpose  of  caring  for  the  sick  and 
injured  of  this  Commonwealth.

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AN    ORDINANCE 


To  regulate  the  pavinp:;  of  streets,  and  to  restrict  and  regulate 
the  breaking  of  paved  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  except  Avhere  an  ordinance 
specifically  directs  paving  or  macadamizing  a  street  before  the 
underground  work  in  said  street  is  completed,  no  public  high- 
ways shall  be  paved  or  macadamized  from  curb  to  curb,  until 
the  heads  of  the  proper  departments  of  the  city  shall  have 
certified  that  the  requisite  gas  pipe,  Avater  pipe,  sewer,  and 
other  underground  structures  authorized  by  law  or  ordinance 
have  been  laid,  or  that  none  are  needed  in  said  highway. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  authorizing  the 
paving  of  any  street,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways 
shall  notify  the  head  of  each  department,  having  charge  of 
underground  structures,  that  said  work  is  to  be  done.  The 
heads  of  the  said  departments  shall  then  cause  to  be  made  at 
once,  all  repairs  and  renewals  then  necessary  or  likely  to 
become  necessary  during  the  next  three  years.  Within  five 
days  from  the  date  of  said  notice,  the  head  of  each  department 
shall  make  reply  to  the  Highway  Department,  stating  how 
soon  the  necessary  repairs  and  renewals,  if  any,  will  be  com- 
pleted ;  and  should  the  proper  underground  structures  not  have 
been  laid  in  said  street,  or  should  the  said  head  or  heads  of 
departments  deem  it  advisable  that  additions  or  extensions  to 
undero-round  structures  be  made,  then  said  head  or  heads  of 
departments  shall  immediately  notify  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways  to  that  effect ;  and  the  said  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways  shall  thereupon  postpone  the  paving  until  such 
underground  work  is  completed,  unless  the  ordinance  author- 
izing the  street  to  be  paved  provides  that  the  paving  be  done 
irrespective  of  underground  structures. 

Sect.  3.  So  soon  as  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways 
shall  have  learned  from  the  heads  of  departments  tliat  the 
necessary  underground  structures  have  been  laid,  or  will  soon 
be  completed  and  in  good  repair,  or  that  none  are  required, 
the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  issue  notices  in  the 
following  terms,  viz. : 

"  Property  holders,  and  all  others  interested,  are  hereby 
notified,  that  under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of , 
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street,  from  to  ,   is  to  be  })ave(l,  and 

they  are  hereby  directed  to  take  out  the  proper  permits,  and 
cause  to  be  made  and  completed  within  thirty  days  from  date 
of  Service,  all  underground  connections,  repairs,  and  renewals 
for  drainage,  for  the  suppl}^  of  gas  and  water,  and  for  all  other 
purposes  necessary  during  the  ensuing  three  years.  The 
charges  for  permits  for  breaking  this  street  will  be  largely  in- 
creased on  and  after  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  service  of 
this  notice." 

A  copy  of  said  notice  shall  be  sent  to  each  head  of  depart- 
ment having  charge  of  underground  structures,  and  served 
upon  each  building,  residence,  and  lot,  and  upon  the  owner  or 
agent  of  every  property  fronting  on  said  street :  Provided, 
That  in  cases  where  the  owner  or  agent  is  not  a  resident  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  notice  may  be  sent  by  mail ;  and 
where  the  office  or  residence  of  the  owner  or  agent  cannot  be 
learned  on  the  ground,  or  at  the  Registry  Bureau  of  the 
Survey  Department,  or  at  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes,  a 
notice  left  on  the  property  shall  be  deemed  a  good  and 
sufficient  service. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  or  persons  shall  hereafter  break  or  un- 
dermine the  cartway  of  a  paved  or  unpaved  street  for  any 
purpose  whatsoever,  except  for  the  work  of  the  departments  of 
the  city,  under  the  direction  of  the  heads  thereof,  without 
previously  obtaining  from  the  Highway  Department  a  permit 
for  such  break,  and  paying  therefor,  charges  as  follows : 

First.  For  streets  where  a  cobble  or  rubble  pavement  has 
been  replaced  by  an  improved  pavement,  laid  after  the  passage 
of  this  Ordinance,  and  Avithin  a  period  of  three  years  fi-om  the 
date  of  said  permit,  a  charge  of  twenty-five  (25)  dollars  for 
each  break. 

Second.  For  all  paved  streets  other .  than  those  where  the 
chai'ge  is  to  be  twenty-five  (25)  dollars  as  above,  and  except 
those  paved  with  a  macadam,  cobble,  or  rubble  pavement,  a 
charge  of  ten  (10)  dollars  for  each  break. 

Third.  For  all  streets  paved  with  a  macadam,  cobble,  or 
rubble  pavement,  a  charge  of  five  (5)  dollars  for  each  break 
made  between  the  first  day  of  December  and  the  last  day  of 
March,  inclusive. 

Fourth.  For  all  streets  paved  with  a  macadam,  cobble,  or 
rubble  pavement,  a  charge  of  two  (2)  dollars  for  each  break 
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made  between   the  first   day   of  April   and   the  hist  day    of 
November,  inclusive. 

Fifth.  For  all  streets  graded,  but  unpaved,  a  charge  of  one 
(1)  dollar  for  each  break. 

Sixth.  Each  break  exceeding  forty  square  feet  of  cartway 
surface  shall  pay  double  the  above  rates. 

Seventh.  All  permits  granted  hereunder  shall  be  void  upon 
the  expiration  of  twenty  days  from  the  date  thereof. 

Sect.  5.  In  addition  to  the  charges  for  breaking  the  street 
as  herein  above  specified,  permits  for  connections  with  sewers, 
water-pipes,  and  other  underground  structures  must  first  be 
obtained  from  the  department  of  the  city  having  supervision  of 
the  same,  and  the  charges  now  required  by  ordinance  for  such 
connections,  or  so  much  of  said  charges  as  apply  to  said  con- 
nections, shall  be  paid  to  said  departments ;  but  before  the 
street  is  broken,  the  permit  set  forth  in  Section  4,  of  this  or- 
dinance, shall  be  procured  from  the  Highway  Department,  and 
the  designated  amount  paid  therefor.  On  and  after  the  ex- 
piration of  thirty  days  from  the  time  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways  serves  a  notice  that  a  street  is  to  be  paved,  the 
charo-e  for  breakins;  said  street  shall  be  the  same  as  though 
the  new  pavement  had  been  already  laid. 

Sect.  6.  Any  person  or  persons,  body  corporate,  depart- 
ments of  the  city,  or  others,  opening  for  any  purpose  Avhatever, 
the  surface  of  any  street  or  highway  of  the  city,  shall  im- 
mediately, upon  the  completion  of  the  underground  work,  and 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways, 
fill  the  opening  or  trench  to  the  proper  grade  with  good 
material  for  road  embankment,  suitably  moistened,  but  not  in 
the  form  of  mud  or  puddle ;  shall  evenly  and  thoroughly  com- 
pact the  same  by  ramming  or  rolling  in  Irorizontal  layers,  not 
exceeding  six  inches  in  thickness ;  replace  the  gravel  or 
macadam ;  restore  the  pavement  sufficiently  to  place  the  street 
surface  in  a  good  and  safe  condition  for  general  traffic ;  ram 
the  pavement  in  place  and  to  the  proper  grade ;  remove  all 
surplus  dirt  and  material ;  clean  tlie  portion  of  the  street  that 
has  been  occupied ;  and,  should  the  surface  of  the  street, 
within  the  next  thirty  days,  settle  more  than  three  inches, 
restore  the  pavement  and  street  surface  again  to  grade. 

Sect.  7.  Not  more  than  five  hundred  feet  in  length  of  street, 
and  not  more  than  one  street  intersection  in  that  length,  shall 
be  broken  or  obstructed  at  any  one  time  or  place. 
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Sect.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Highway  Department 
to  maintain  street  pavements  and  street  surfaces  over  portions 
of  highways  that  have  been  broken  for  underground  work, 
and  restored  as  provided  in  Section  (J  of  this  ordinance,  and  to 
pay  for  the  same  from  the  appropriations  for  repairs  to  paved 
streets,  except  where  an  act,  ordinance,  or  agreement  requires 
that  the  same  be  done  by  some  other  party,  parties,  or  depart- 
ment of  the  city. 

Sect.  9.  Any  person,  persons,  or  body  corporate,  violating 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as  determined  by  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of 
ten  (10)  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  cost  of  doing  the  work  over 
in  the  manner  herein  described,  shall  forfeit  permits  already 
issued,  and  shall  not  receive  any  other  permit  or  permits  till 
the  full  penalty  is  paid. 

Sect.  10.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Regulating  the  grading  and  paving  of  streets. 

Section  1.   Tlte  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  PhiladelpJiia  do  o?'dain,  That  whenever  a  street  is  graded 
or  paved,  it  shall  be  so  finished  and  shaped  that  the  gutters 
6 
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will  be  five  inches  below  the  regulation  curb  elevation,  except 
at  city  inlets,  and  in  streets  where  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  shall  certify  that  a  different  depth  of  gutter  is  advis- 
able. The  crown  of  the  street  or  cross  slope  from  the  middle 
portion  ot  the  street  to  the  gutters  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  four 
(4)  feet  per  one  hundred  (100)  feet  for  an  unpaved  street, 
three  (3)  feet  per  one  hundred  (100)  feet  for  a  Macadam  or 
Telford  pavement,  two  and  one-half  (2|^)  feet  per  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  for  a  stone,  or  composition  block  pavement,  and  two 
(2)  feet  per  one  hundred  (100)  feet  for  a  sheet  asphalt  or  a 
continuous  concrete  pavement :  Provided^  That  when  said 
street  contains  one  or  more  railroad  tracks,  and  the  curb 
elevations  are  the  same  for  both  sides  of  the  street,  the  above 
regulations  shall '  apply  to  the  spaces  between  the  outer  rails 
and  the  gutters  :  And  provided  further,  That  when  the  curb 
elevations  are  different  for  the  opposite  sides  of  the  street, 
the  regulations  as  to  slopes  between  the  outer  rails  and  the 
gutters  shall  be  as  above,  but  the  depth  of  gutters  may  be 
varied  between  the  limits  of  two  (2)  inches  and  ten  (10) 
inches,  as  the  necessity  in  the  case  may  demand. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  the  ordinance  directing  the  paving  of 
any  street  does  not  specifically  state  the  kind  of  pavement  to 
be  laid,  or  name  Belgian  blocks  without  specifying  details,  the 
material  and  work  shall  be  as  follows  :  The  street  shall  be 
graded  to  a  sub-grade,  uniformly  fifteen  (15)  inches  below  the 
top  of  the  finished  pavement,  covered  Avith  clean  and  sharp 
gravel  in  quantity  sufficient  for  paving ;  paved  to  grade  with 
first  quality  granite  blocks  of  rectangular  shape,  six  (6)  to 
seven  (7)  inches  in  depth,  three  and  one-half  (3|^)  to  four  and 
one-half  (4|)  inches  in  thickness,  eight  (8)  to  twelve  (12) 
inches  in  length,  set  in  close  contact  vertically,  on  edge,  in 
straight  rows  square  across  the  street,  and  rammed  accurately 
to  grade  and  until  no  further  settling  can  be  made,  with 
rammers  Aveighing  fifty-five  (55)  pounds.  The  joints  between 
the  paving  stones  shall  be  well  filled  with  clean  dry  pebbles, 
flooded  fully  to  the  top  of  the  pavement  with  hot  asphalt  or 
hot  coal-tar  paving  cement,  and  the  whole  pavement  covered 
with  a  thin  coating  of  sharp  washed  sand. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  paving 
of  any  street  directs  the  use  of  stone  blocks  other  than 
granite,  or  of  asphalt  or  composition  paving  blocks,  said 
street  shall   be  graded   to   a   sub-grade,  covered  with   gravel,

paved,  rammed,  and  finished,  as  provided  in  Section  2,  of  this 
ordinance,  except  that  the  joints  may  be  filled  with  sharp  sand 
without  the  use  of  hot  paving  cement. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  an  ordinance  directs  the  paving  of  any 
street  with  sheet  asphalt,  or  a  continuous  concrete  pavement, 
said  street  shall  be  graded  to  a  sub-grade  twelve  (12)  inches 
below  the  top  of  the^  finished  pavement,  covered  w'ith  sharp 
sand  or  gravel,  and  well  rolled  till  the  top  throughout  is  evenly 
eight  and  one-half  (8J)  inches  below^  the  top  of  the  finished 
pavement.  This  shall  be  covered  first  to  a  depth  of  six  (6) 
inches  with  good  hydraulic  concrete ;  second,  with  one-half 
(-|-)  inch  of  asphalt  binding  material,  well  rolled  in  place  by  a 
steam  roller ;  and  third,  with  a  finishing  coat  of  asphalt 
mastic,  put  on  in  sufficient  quantity  and  rolled  with  a  steam 
roller  till  the  top  throughout  is  exactl}'-  at  finished  grade,  and 
the  total  depth  of  asphalt  is  at  no  point  less  than  two  and  one- 
half  (2^)  inches. 

Sect.  5.  Whenever  an  ordinance  directs  the  paving  of  any 
street  with  Macadam,  said  street  shall  be  graded  to  a  sub- 
grade  ten  (10)  inches  below  finished  grade,  and  well  rolled. 
Wherever  the  material  at  sub-grade  is  clay  loam  or  top  soil, 
the  same  shall  be  removed  for  a  depth  of  six  (6)  inches  below 
sub-grade,  and  sand,  gi'avel,  broken  stone,  or  slag  substituted 
and  compacted  in  place.  The  lower  six  (6)  inches  of  Macadam 
shall  be  placed  on  the  sub-grade,  and  consist  of  hard  and 
durable  Macadam  stone,  broken  to  pass  through  a  four  (4)  inch 
ring,  and  shall  be  covered  and  rolled  to  finished  grade  with 
selected,  hard,  and  durable  Macadam  stone,  broken  to  pass 
through  a  two  and  one-half  (2^)  inch  ring.  A  finishing  coat 
of  stone  screenings  shall  then  be  applied,  kept  moist,  and 
rolled  till  the  top  is  one  unbroken  mass.  Whenever  the 
Macadam  pavement  is  to  extend  from  gutter  to  gutter,  and  the 
street  curbs  are  set,  the  gutters  for  a  width  of  not  less  than 
three  (3)  feet  each,  shall  be  paved  with  rectangular  stone 
blocks ;  the  joints  between  the  blocks  shall  be  well  filled  with 
clean  dry  pebbles,  flooded  fully  to  the  top  of  the  pavement  with 
hot  asphalt  or  hot  coal-tar  paving  cement,  and  the  whole 
pavement  covered  with  a  thin  coating  of  shar])  washed  sand. 

Sect.  6.  All  paving  must  be  done  under  specifications  ap 
proved  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  and  no  street 
shall  be  paved  till  the  paving  is  authorized  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
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Sect.  7.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

Gentlemen  : — The  Committees  on  Law  and  Railroads  of 
Common  Council,  to  whom  was  referred  resolution  from  Select 
Council,  No.  24,  entitled  "  Resolution  of  instruction  to  the 
City  Solicitor,  to  take  action  by  injunction  or  otherwise,  in  the 
matter  of  the  construction  of  a  railroad  alons  the  line  of 
Meadow  street  and  into  Oregon  street,  First  Ward,"  respect- 
fully report : 

That  a  meeting  of  the  Committees  was  held  on  May  12,  at 
3  P.  M.,  at  Avhich  there  appeared  Mr.  Hart,  Counsel  for 
the  Company,  that  propose  to  build  a  branch  line  of  the 
Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad,  and  also  Mr.  Ellis,  the 
contractor  named  in  the  preamble  of  said  resolution. 

It  was  stated  by  these  gentlemen  that  the  work  of  grading 
in  question  was  being  done  exclusively  on  private  property, 
and  that  it  was  not  intended  to  enter  upon  any  street  of  the 
city,  either  by  longitudinal  occupation  nor  by  way  of  crossing 
a  street  without  the  consent  of  Councils,  and  that  plans  of  the 
proposed  line  of  railroad  would  be  submitted  at  the  next  meet- 
ing of  Councils.  This  was  declared  positively  and  without 
qualification. 

There  was  no  one  present  to  testify  that  any  grading  had 
been  done  except  on  ground  belonging  to  private  owners. 

It  was,  however,  conceded  that  the  ground  on  which  Mr. 
Ellis  has  been,  and  is,  at  work,  will  be  given  to  the  railroad 
company,  as  soon  as  the  consent  of  Councils  to  the  plans  of 
the  proposed  railroad  has  been  obtained  by  the  company.  It 
was  further  admitted  that  the  line  of  the  road  under  the  pres- 
ent grading  will  cross  the  opened  streets  of  the  city  between 
the  Schuylkill  and  Delaware  rivers  at  grade. 

In  considering  these  statements,  your  Committees  were  of 
the  opinion  that  it  Avould  be  futile  to  instruct  the  City  Solicitor 
to  proceed  against  the  parties  mentioned  in  the  resolution,  for 
the  use  of  property  not  owned  by  the  city  and  not  a  part  of 
the  highways. 
9 
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On  the  other  hand,  the  Twelfth  Section  of  the  Act  of  Assem- 
bly of  April  4,  1868,  provides  that  said  Act  shall  not  be  so 
construed  as  to  "  authorize  any  corporation  formed  under  this 
Act  to  enter  upon  and  occupy  any  street,  lane,  or  alley  in  any 
incorporated  city  in  this  Commonwealth,  Avithout  the  consent 
of  such  city  having  first  been  obtained." 

There  is  also  a  duty  on  the  part  of  Councils,  so  far  as  they 
have  the  poAver,  to  use  all  proper  efforts  to  secure  the  safety  of 
life  and  property,  and  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  city ;  for 
these  pui'poses  the  authority  to  contract  with  railroads  within 
its  limits,  in  cases  of  the  relocation,  change,  or  elevation  of 
railroads,  is  conferred  upon  the  authorities  of  the  city  by  the 
Act  of  June  9,  1874. 

With  a  view,  therefore,  to  protect  the  city  in  its  rights,  and 
upon  consideration  of  the  facts  herein  briefly  stated,  but  with 
no  desire  to  prevent  the  increase  of  railroad  facilities,  or  any 
competition  which  may  benefit  the  people  of  Philadelphia, 
the  Committee  report  the  resolution  back  and  recommend 
that  it  be  concurred  in,  with  the  following  amendment, 
viz., — amend  the  resolution  by  striking  out  the  following 
words :  "  The  parties  above  mentioned  from  continuing  the 
work  until  their  plans  have  been  presented  to,  and  approved 
by  ordinance  of  Councils,"  and  inserting  the  following  : — 
"  The  building  a  railroad  across  or  along  any  street  on  the  line 
of  the  contemplated  road  until  the  consent  of  Councils  is  first 
obtained."

Gentlemex  : — In  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward,  at  the  inter- 
section of  Susquehanna  avenue  and  Sixteenth  street,  there  is 
a  pool  of  stagnant  water  flooding  the  full  width  of  the  street 
and  the  railway  track,  forming  a  serious  nuisance  that  should 
be  speedily  abated. 
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From  Sixteenth  to  Eigliteentli  streets,  Susquehanna  avenue 
is  at  the  bottom  of  a  basin  that  has  no  outlet  for  surface  drain- 
age until  a  sewer  is  built.  Heretofore,  the  drainage  has  col- 
lected and  stagnated  in  the  adjoining  private  property  that  was 
below  the  street  grade,  but  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
this  low  territory  has  recently  been  filled,  so  that  now  the 
water  cannot  escape  from  the  avenue. 

I  learn  that  an  ordinance  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  in 
Sixteenth  street,  from  Dauphin  street  to  Susquehanna  ave- 
nue, received  favorable  consideration  from  tlie  Survey  Com- 
mittee yesterday,  but  this  will  require  some  weeks  delay  before 
the  ordinance  is  finally  passed,  and  another  delay  of  some 
Aveeks  before  a  contract  can  be  made ;  I  would  therefore  sug- 
gest that  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  be  directed  by 
resolution  of  Councils  to  advertise  for  the  sewer,  so  that  the 
work  may  be  commenced  as  soon  as  the  ordinance  is  finally 
passed. 

The  existing  nuisance  is  very  serious,  as  there  is  a  large 
public  school  at  Sev.enteenth  and  Susquehanna  avenue. 

I  know  of  no  way  of  temporarily  abating  the  nuisance, 
except  at  an  expense  much  greater  than  the  cost  to  the  city  of 
the  sewer,  and  the  Highway  Department  is  without  means  to 
do  any  temporary  work  there.

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Ordinance  of  ninth  of  May,  1857,  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  herewith  present  their  report  for  the  quarter 
ending  March  31,  1885. 

There  has  been  invested  for  the  various  Sinking  Funds, 
during  the  quarter,  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  thousand 
two  hundred  (133,200)  dollars,  in  City  Loans,  and  one  hun- 
dred (100)  dollars  in  State  Loans,  making  a  total  of  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-three  thousand  three  hundred  (133,300) 
dollars. 

During  the  same  period  there  has  been  paid  off  four  hundred 
and  twenty-three  thousand  two  hundred  (423,200)  dollars,  of 
City  six  per  cent.  Loans,  maturing  as  follows :

January,  1885 421,300 

Total $423,200 

On  the  first  of  January,  1885,  the  amount  of  cash  on  hand 
was  seven  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven  (715,567)  dollars  and  sixty-six  (66)  cents.  The  amount 
of  cash  received  during  the  quarter  was  one  million  seven  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two  thousand  and  fifty  (1,732,050)  dollars 
and  eighty-four  (84)  cents,  and  the  amount  of  cash  paid  was 
one  million  four  hundred  and  fifty-four  thousand  six  hundred 
and  seventy  (1,454,670)  dollars  and  eighty-one  (81)  cents, 
leaving  a  cash  balance  on  hand,  March  31,  1885,  of  one  mil- 
lion two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-seven  (1,002,947) 
dollars  and  sixty-nine  (69)  cents. 
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The  par  value  of  the  securities  on  hand  March  31,  1885,  was 
twenty-two  millions,  three  hundred  and  sixtv-two  thousand, 
four  hundred  (22,362,400)  dollars.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  a  blue 
print  plan  of  the  premises  occupied  by  the  Water  Department 
at  Fairmount,  upon  which  an  area  of  about  seven  and  two-third 
acres  is  shown  in  a  lighter  tint  of  blue.  I  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  this  area  be  transferred  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Water  Department  to  that  of  the  Fairmount  Park  Commission, 
and  my  reasons  therefor  are  as  follows  : 

The  grounds  indicated  are  practically  a  valuable  part  of  the 
Park,  but  are  of  n9  use  to  the  Water  Dapartment,  while  their 
care  and  maintenance  in  a  decent  condition  suitable  for  public 
use  and  enjoynient  constitute  an  unnecessary  charge  upon  the 
Department  appropriations  which  are  urgently  needed  for 
matters  of  importance.

The  Park  authorities  could,  no  doubt,  assume  charge  of  these 
grounds,  shoukl  Councils  so  direct,  without  any  considerable 
addition  to  the  general  expense  of  police  and  maintenance.

Gentlemen  : — The  attention  of  Councils  is  again  called  to 
the  need  for  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate  and  restrict  the  collec- 
tion of  garbage  by  volunteers." 

During  cold  weather,  when  garbage  is  of  value  beyond  its 
cost  of  collection,  a  very  large  proportion  of  it  is  collected  by 
unauthorized  parties,  who  gather  it  when,  where,  and  how  they 
please,  and  leave  behind  what  does  not  suit  their  purposes. 
As  soon  as  the  hot  weather  approaches  the  value  of  garbage 
becomes  greatly  diminished,  its  bulk  greatly  increased,  and  the 
business  of  the  volunteer  collector  ceases,  because  the  Board 
of  Health  banishes  pig-stys  from  the  city  limits. 

In  a  district  where  five  contractors'  garbage  wagons  were 
ample  to  meet  all  demands  in  April,  twenty-five  wagons  will 
hardly  serve  a  like  purpose  in  .June. 

Were  volunteer  collections  prohibited  throughout  the  year, 
the  garbage  collector  would  be  compelled  to  equip  himself  with 
means  to  remove  all  the  garbage  in  winter,  and  thus  would 
have,  with  comparatively  slight  increase,  means  to  do  the  work 
throughout  the  hot  season. 

Lately  the  Highv.ay  Department  has  been  compelled  to  annul 
several  garbage  contracts  and  readvertise  the  w^ork  in  districts 
where  service  was  acceptably  performed  until  the  pig-stys 
within  the  city  limits  had  been  abolished  by  the  Board  of 
Health,  and  volunteer  collectors  had  ceased  their  operations. 

This  matter  has  twice  before  been  brought  to  the  attention 
of  Councils,  and  I  would  urge   the  passage  of  a  proper  ordi- 
nance to  meet  the  case  in  question.

Gentlemen  : — Item  7  of  the  annual  appropriation  to  the 
Department  of  Highways,  for  the  year  1885,  appropriates 
$40,000,  $16,300  of  which  is  for  new  bridges  and  $23,700  for 
general  repairs  to  bridges.  Repairs  now  advertised  for,  in 
connection  with  repairs  already  completed,  will  exhaust  the 
amount  appropriated  for  general  repairs. 

Of  the  $16,300  appropriated  for  new  bridges,  $11,300  set 
apart  for  building  a  new  bridge  over  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railroad  at  Somerset  street,  cannot  be  used  at  present 
because  of  the  inability  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Rail- 
road Company  to  expend  a  like  sum  for  the  same  bridge.

National  Bank,  the  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  in  making  their  semi-annual  report  to  Councils 
of  the  aggregates  of  the  loans  of  the  city  agreeably  to  Section 
3,  of  the  ordinance  of  Councils  approved  March  16,  1872, 
shall  not  include  in  the  aggregates  of  the  interest — bearing 
loans  of  the  city,  any  amounts  of  loan  the  owners  of  which 
have  not  registered  the  certificates  therefor  with  the  said  Loan 
and  Transfer  Agent,  agreeably  to  Sections  1  and  2  of  the  above 
described  ordinance.  But  hereafter  the  said  Loan  and  Trans- 
fer Agent  shall  include  and  describe  in  a  separate  item  the 
total  amount  of  such  unregistered  loan  as  forming  part  of  the 
aggregates  of  the  loans  of  said  city. 

Sect.  2.  That  hereafter  no  semi-annual  appropriation  shall 
be  made  for  the  interest  on  said  unregistered  loan,  but  the  pay- 
ment of  said  interest  shall  be  regulated  by  Section  3  of  this 
ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  Farmers"  and  Mechanics'  National  Bank, 
the  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  of  the  city,  shall  pay  over  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  city  the  amount  of  un- 
paid interest  heretofore  appropriated  for  said  unregistered  loan, 
and  remaining  in  their  hands  under  the  provisions  of  ordinance 
of  Councils,  approved  December  13,  1879,  to  wit:  The  interest 
due  January  1,  1884,  July  1,  1884,  and  January  1, 1885,  and

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  in  any  case  where  a  private 
street,  court,  or  alley  shall  require  repairing  or  repaving,  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  notify  the  owner  or  owners  of  property  fronting  on 
said  street,  court,  or  alley,  to  do  the  necessary  work  required 
to  place  said  street,  court,  or  alley  in  thorough  repair ;  and 
upon  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  said  owner  or  owners  thereof  to 
do  said  work  within  twenty  days  from  the  service  of  said 
notice,  the  same  shall  be  done  by  the  said  Chief  Commissioner 
at  the  cost  and  expense  of  said  owner  or  owners,  and  the  bills 
therefor  presented  to  the  said  owner  or  owners  for  payment,  to 
include  expenses  thereof,  and  at  a  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  advance 
thereon,  to  be  added  as  a  penalty  for  such  refusal  or  neglect 
(see  Act  April  23,  '29,  W.  184);  and  if  said  owner  or  owners 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  said  bill  within  thirty  days  from 
the  date  of  service,  then  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways 
shall  pay  the  contractor  who  did  the  work,  by  warrant  drawn 
against  the  item  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Department 
of  Highways,  for  repairs  to  paved  streets,  and  the  bills  there- 
for shall  be  sent  to  the  City  Solicitor  for  collection,  or  lien 
against  the  properties  respectively  responsible  for  the  work 
done.  The  aforesaid  notices  to  repair  streets,  courts,  or  alleys 
shall  be  served  upon  the  respective  owner  or  owners  in  person, 
or  upon  their  authorized  agent  or  agents,  or  at  his,  her,  or 
their  residence  or  places  of  business,  and  in  case  of  inability 
to  ascertain  such  residence  or  place  of  business,  then  the  ser- 
vice of  said  notice  upon  the  respective  premises,  and  the  pub- 
lication thereof  three  times,  in  three  daily  newspapers  of  said 
city,  shall,  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  the  same  (see  Act

It  should  be  carried  in 
a  straight  line  about  eleven  hundred  feet  in  a  main  sewer  near 
the  north  side  of  the  Reading  Railroad  from  the  river  to 
Ridge  avenue,  to  carry  storm  water,  and  a  branch  sewer  is 
also  required  in  the  same  place  to  separate  the  sewage  and 
carry  it  into  the  Manayunk  Intercepting  Sewer.  A  street 
should  be  laid  here  for  general  convenience,  and  a  greater  part 
of  the  distance  would  be  through  Park  property.  The  im- 
provements on  private  property  are  of  but  little  value.  The 
building  of  the  sewer  and  its  branches  should  not  be  delayed 
until  streets  shall  be  opened  by  the  slow  process  of  law,  and  as 
the  Act  of  18th  of  June,  1769,  authorizes  the  city  to  enter 
on  private  property  to  provide  drainage  for  the  city,  we  recom- 
mend that  the  ordinance  shall  be  passed  authorizing  the  Mayor 
to  enter  security  for  damages  at  sucli  ]ilaces  as  the  progress  of 
the  work  mav  demand  it.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  communication  requesting 
my  opinion  upon  the  two  following  questions  : 

First.  '-Whether  money  can  be  taken  from  the  City  Treas- 
ury without  an  appropriation  and  warrant  upon  the  City 
Treasury,"  and 

Second.  Whether,  after  the  limit  is  fixed,  moneys  coming 
into  the  City  Treasury  can  be  appropriated  in  the  year  they 
come  into  the  Treasury, ' '  I  reply  as  follows : 

In  answer  to  the  first  query,  moneys  cannot  be  drawn  from 
the  City  Treasury  without  an  appropriation  and  warrant, 
except  where  there  is  a  judgment  against  the  city  and  a  man- 
damus execution  thereupon,  because  it  is  provided  by  the  Act 
of  February  12,  1854  (Section  10,  P.  L.  28),  "  That  no  money 
shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury  of  the  city  except  the  same 
shall  have  been  previously  appropriated  by  Councils  to  the 
purpose  for  whicfi  it  is  drawn." 

And  it  is  further  provided  by  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874 
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(Section  7,  P.  L,  233),  "  That  no  money  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  City  Treasury  except  upon  the  appropriations  made  by  law, 
and  on  warrant  drawn  by  the  proper  officer  in  pursuance 
thereof." 

In  answer  to  the  second  query.  I  would  say  that  by  the  Act 
of  June  2,  1871  (P.  L.  291),  "  It  is  provided  that  all  fines 
and  penalties  imposed  by  any  Alderman  or  Magistrate  under 
the  Act  of  March  29, 1869  (Act  to  prevent  cruelty  to  animals), 
shall  be  payable  to  the  Pennsylvania  Society  for  the  Preven- 
tion of  Cruelty  to  Animals."  And  I  can  see  no  objection  to 
the  appropriation,  by  ordinance,  during  the  year  they  are 
received,  of  these  fines  and  penalties  Avhich  have  been  paid  by 
the  Magistrates  iato  the  City  Treasury,  and  which  cannot 
enter  into  the  estimate  of  moneys  received  by  the  city  from 
taxation  or  otherwise,  and  applicable  to  municipal  expendi- 
tures. The  money  is  held  by  the  City  Treasurer  as  custodian 
merely,  and  can  be  appropriated  to  the  special  purposes  desig- 
nated by  law  whenever  it  seems  proper  to  Councils  to  do  so. 

I  do  not  think,  however,  that  the  ordinance  submitted  with 
your  communication  is  a  valid  one,  because  it  is  not  an  ordi- 
nance of  appropriation  of  any  particular  sum  or  sums  of 
money,  but  is  an  ordinance  to  authorize  the  City  Treasurer  to 
pay  to  the  Societies  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals 
all  fines  and  penalties  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  the 
Magistrates  of  said  city,  collected  from  defendants  convicted 
before  them  of  cruelty  to  animals.

Dear  Sir: — Referring  to  the  resolution  of  instruction  to 
the  City  Solicitor,  relative  to  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Health 
to  fill  up  wells  used  for  drinking  purposes,  which  resolution  is 
as  follows: 

'•'•Resolved,  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  instructed 
to  inform  Councils  as  to  the  power  and  authority  of  the  Board 
of  Health  to  fill  up  wells  for  drinking  purposes." 

I  would  say,  that  the  power  and  authority  of  the  Board  of 
Health  is  derived  from  the  Act  of  January  21),  1818,  which, 
inter  alia,  provides  as  follows: 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  tt)  cause  all  offensive 
or  putrid  substances  or  anything  which  may  have  a  tendency 
in  their  opinion  to  endanger  the  health  of  the  citizens  to  be 
removed  from  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  highways,  wharves, 
docks  or  any  part  or  parts  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  District 
of  Southwark,  and  the  Township  of  the  Northern  Liberties, 
Moyamensing  and  Penn,  as  the  Board  shall  from  time  to  time 
deem  necessary  for  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

On  April  5,  1849,  there  was  passed  an  Act,  fifth  section  of 
which  provides  as  follows : 

"The  Board  of  Health  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  remove  the  causes  of  all  nuisances  that  exist  now  or  may  be 
hereafter  created,  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  au- 
thority as  the  existing  laws  now  authorize  them  to  remove  all 
nuisances." 

There  have  been  many  Acts  of  Assembly  other  than  these 
giving  various  powers  to  the  Board  of  Health,  but  the  jflithority 
claimed,  Avill,  I  think,  be  found  in  the  above  cited  Acts  of  As- 
sembly. The  Act  of  1818  gives  to  the  Board  of  Health  full 
and  ample  powers,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  if  the  Board  of 
Health  has  positive  and  convincing  proof  that  the  pumps  and 
wells  within  the  built  up  district  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
get  their  supply  from  a  body  of  water  which  is  noxious  and 
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injurious  to  the  health  of  the  citizens,  it  has  the  power  to  abate 
such  nuisances  and  order  such  wells  to  be  .filled  up. 

Before  the  Board  can  make  such  a  general  order,  however, 
it  must  be  convinced  that  the  water  in  all  such  pumps  and 
wells  is  dangerous  to  the  health  of  the  citizens.  Without  this 
proof  they  can  abate  the  nuisances  only  w^here  they  exist  in 
special  cases.  The  law  has  placed  the  discretion  in  the  Board 
of  Health,  and  it  alone  is  responsible  for  its  action,  and  upon  it 
rests  the  duty  and  in  it  the  power  to  protect  the  public  health.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communica- 
tion of  June  30th.  You  request  my  opinion  "as  to  whether 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  1,  1885,  commonly  known 
as  the  "  Bullitt  bill,"  which  relate  to  the  appointment  and  pro- 
motion of  officers,  clerks,  and  employees,  under  Civil  Service 
rules,  apply  to  the  present  Mayor  and  heads  of  Departments, 
or  to  the  Mayor  and  heads  of  Departments  authorized  by  said 
Act." 

I  reply  thereto,  that  in  my  opinion  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
present  Mayor  and  heads  of  Departments  to  make  and  promul- 
gate, within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  said  Act,  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  are  referred  to  in  Article  12,  Section  8  of 
said  Act.  These  rules  and  regulations  when  so  made  will  not 
take  effect  until  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887,  and  will  not 
apply  to  the  appointments  of  the  present  Mayor  and  heads  of 
Departments.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  transmitted  to  you  my  opinion  relative 
to  the  proper  construction  of  the  Civil  Service  provisions  of 
the  Act  of  June  1, 1885,  known  as  the  "Bullitt  bill,"  in  which 
I  have,  after  mature  consideration,  expressed  my  judgment 
that  the  rules  when  formulated  Avill  not  become  operative  at 
once. 

In  addition  to  what  I  have  there  said,  and  to  prevent  any 
misunderstanding  as  to  my  views  in  the  matter,  permit  me  to 
say  that  while  the  act  referred  to  is  not  mandatory,  there  is  no 
reason  why  the  heads  of  Departments  should  not  inaugurate 
Civil  Service,  in  conformity  therewith,  at  once. 

Civil  Service  is  demanded  by  the  public,  is  right  in  itself, 
and  needs  not  compulsory  legislation  to  warrant  the  creation 
of  rules  to  make  them  immediately  operative. 

In  my  judgment,  the  heads  of  Departments  should  go  on 
and  formulate  rules  and  inaugurate  the  system  voluntarily, 
without  Avaiting  for  this  act  to  become  operative,  and  I  so  ex- 
pressed myself  at  the  meeting  of  the  heads  of  the  Departments 
a  short  time  since.

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  Assembly,  approved  June  11,  1879,  1  herewith  furnish  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  estimated  receipts,  expenditures  and 
liabilities  of  every  kind  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  from  January 
1,  1886,  and  for  the  months  of  the  current  year,  from  August 
1,  1885,  and  I  have  added  thereto  the  usual  calculations  for 
the  tax  rate,  made  in  conformity  with  the  directions  of  the  first 
section  of  that  Act. 

The  total  estimated  expenses  of  the  various  Departments  of 
the  City  for  the  year  1886,  as  submitted  to  me,  amount  to 
$14,286,143.04,  exclusive  of  ''  the  lawful  obligations  due  by 
the  City"  during  that  year,  which  must  also  be  provided  for, 
amounting  to  $5,602,268.69.  This  sum  includes  the  several 
amounts  required  for  the  payment  of  interest  and  State  tax 
upon  the  loans  of  the  City  during  1886 ;  the  amount  required 
to  pay  the  principal  of  the  Four  per  cent.  Loans  maturing  dur- 
ing that  year  ;  the  amount  required  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Com- 
missioners ;  the  estimated  amount  required  for  mandamuses ; 
the  amount  borroAved  by  the  City  from  banks,  and  from  the 
Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  for  the  payment  of  road  damages 
in  the  change  of  grade  on  Market  street,  west  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill river ;  and  for  the  payment  of  the  State  judgments  for 
taxes  on  Bountv  Loans,  and  an  estimated  deficiency  amounting 
to  1504,001.58". 

This  is  an  estimated  deficiency  only.  There  is  great  diffi- 
culty in  stating'  prospective  receipts,  and  in  order  to  be  within 
bounds,  the  estimated  receipts  between  August  1,  and  De- 
cember 31,  1885,  are  given  at  the  lowest  figures.  It  is  pos- 
sible that  by  the  close  of  the  year  the  receipts  will  be  found 
to  be  in  excess  of  the  estimates,  sufficient  to  overcome  the 
apparent  deficiency. 

The  valuation  of  taxable  property  for  1886  furnished  by  the 
Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes,  amounts  to  $611,309,615,  which 
is  $13,524,187  in  excess  of  the  valuation  for  1885. 

If  the  tax  rate  for  1886  be  fixed  at  $1.85,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary for    you    to   reduce    the  estimates    of    the    departments 
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$5,763,383.71.  A  tax  rate  of  |2.87  upon  the  valuation  for 
the  year  will  produce  !?14,307, 534.27,  sufficient  to  meet  all 
the  demands  of  the  several  departments. 

A  tax.  rate  of  $2.00  upon  the  same  valuation  will 
give  $4,705,779.55  less  than  the  departments  ask  for,  or 
$279,010.11   less  than   they  received  this  year. 

A  tax  rate  of  $1.90  upon  the  same  valuation  will  give 
$5,491,510.81  less  than  the  departments  ask  for,  or 
$719,761.44  less  than  they  received  this  year. 

A  tax  rate  of  $1.85  upon  the  same  valuation  will  orive 
$5,763,383.71  less  than  the  departments  ask  for,  or 
$1,091,634.34  less  than  they  received   this  year. 

The  Gas  Loan  No  9,  which  matured  on  July  1  last,  having 
been  paid,  there  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Philadelphia  Gas  Works  to  the  credit  of  the  said  loan  and 
above  the  amount  necessary  to  pay  the  same,  the  sum  of  about 
$1,850,000,  which  your  Honorable  Bodies,  by  Ordinance  ap- 
proved June  16,  1885,  directed  the  Trustees  to  pay  over  to 
the  City  Treasurer. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  City,  have 
deemed  it  their  duty  to  formally  make  claim  to  this  balance, 
in  order  that  it  may  be  judicially  determined  whether  it  should 
be  invested  and  held  for  the  i)rotection  of  the  loans  of  the  City, 
or  may  be  appropriated  by  Councils  for  permanent  improve- 
ments and  other  expenses  of  the  City.  You  Avill  observe  that 
a  judicial  determination  of  this  question  is  absolutely  necessary, . 
for  if  not  raised  by  the  Commissioners,  it  could  at  any  period 
hereafter  be  raised  by  a  loan-holder,  by  which  embarrassment 
might  ensue. 

If  it  be  determined  in  favor  of  your  right  to  use  this  sur- 
plus, then  the  income  from  that  source  could  be  judiciously 
used  by  you  in  such  improvements  as  would  otherwise  have  to 
be  paid  for  out  of  taxation,  thus  relieving  real  estate  from  a 
portion  of  the  burden  of  municipal  expenses. 

If  it  should  be  determined  that  this  surplus  shall  be  invested 
by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  protection 
of  the  loans,  it  appears  that  a  tax  rate  of  $1.85  per  hundred 
upon  the  valuation  for  1886  will  be  necessary,  while  a  tax 
rate  considerably  less  would  be  sufficient  in  the  event  of  it 
being  decided  that  this  sum  may  be  appropriated  by  Councils 
for  improvements  and  other  expenses  of  1886. 

No  estimate  has  been  presented  to  me,  of  the  expenses  and 
receipts  for  1886  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas 
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Works.  It  will  be  judicious  for  Councils  to  determine  in 
what  manner  the  Works  shall  be  hereafter  maintained.  Three 
methods  suo-o-est  themselves  to  me. 

First.  To  maintain  them  as  at  present,  through  the  sole 
management  and  control  of  the  Trustees,  by  which  no  appro- 
priations by  Councils  are  necessary,  and  with  no  accounta- 
bility for  receipts  and  expenditures  to  the  accounting  officers 
of  the  City.  This  method  would  not  be  in  harmony  with  the 
general  system,  by  which  the  municipality  is  now  controlled, 
and,  in  my  judgment,  ought  not  to  be  continued. 

Second.  To  continue  the  Works  under  Trustees,  who  shall 
present  estimates  to  Councils,  receive  specific  appropriations, 
and  submit  their  accounts  to  the  accounting  officers  for  ex- 
amination, thus  bringing  this  department  within  the  same 
general  control  as  other  departments. 

Third.  By  placing  the  Works  under  the  charge  of  a  Super- 
intendent, to  be  conducted  as  one  of  the  Departments  of  the 
City. 

Should  Councils  adopt,  prior  to  January  1,  1886,  the  second 
or  third  mode  suggested,  then  it  will  be  necessary  to  include 
in  the  estimates,  herewith  submitted,  a  statement  of  estimated 
expenses  and  receipts  arising  from  the  maintenance  of  the  Gas 
Works,  during  1886. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe  the  gradual  but  certain  reduction 
of  the  funded  debt  of  the  City,  and  a  consequent  reduction  of 
the  charges  for  interest. 

There  will  be  paid  during  the  current  year  loans  amounting 
to  $1,492,775,  and  there  will  be  paid  on  January  1,  1886, 
loans  amounting  to  $1,385,200,  which  will  reduce  the  amount 
to  be  appropriated  for  interest  in  1886,  $68,318.45.

The  Committee  on  Schools  (see  Select 
Council  Appendix,  page  187,  1885),  have  reported  that  this 
state  of  affairs  is  mainly  due  to  the  reckless  waste  and  general 
inefficiency,  inseparable  from  the  present  system,  therefore 

Resolved,  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Committee  on  Municipal  Govern- 
ment be,  and  is,  hereby  instructed  to  consider  the  propriety  of 
seeking  from  the  Legislature,  authority  to  re-organize  the  Board 
of  Education,  so  as  to  make  it  a  regular  Department  of  the 
City  Government,  responsible  directly  to  Councils  for  its  ex- 
penditures, and  that  the  Committee  be  requested  to  report  the 
result  of  their  consideration  of  this  resolution  to  Councils  as 
early  as  practicable.

Whereas,  the  season  is  now  approaching  when  dangerous 
fires  in  asylums,  factories,  and  tenement  houses  will  be  very 
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frequent,  imperilling  many  human  lives,  for  the  want  of  a  safe 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fires, 

And  whereas,  on  the  seventh  day  of  January,  1882,  Coun- 
cils passed  an  Ordinance  providing  that  all  owners  of  buildings 
who  neglected,  after  due  notice,  to  provide  suitable  means  of 
escape  for  the  inmates  of  their  buildings,  should  be  liable  to 
the  penalty  prescribed  in  said  Ordinance, 

And  avhereas,  the  enforcement  of  the  penalty  against  those 
who  refuse  to  comply  with  terms  of  said  Ordinance  has  been  a 
matter  of  general  neglect,  and  has  thus  brought  the  law  into 
disrepute. 

And  whereas,  very  many  dangerous  buildings  are  Avithout 
fire  escapes,  in  defiance  of  law,  and  at  the  risk  of  human  life, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  directed  to  enforce 
the  full  penalty  of  the  law  against  all  persons  whose  names 
have  been  reported  to  him  by  the  Fire  Commissioners  for  re- 
fusing, after  due  notice,  to  provide  suitable  means  of  escape 
for  the  inmates  of  their  buildings :  Agreeable  to  Section  6,  of 
said  Ordinance,  which  reads,  "  after  due  notice  of  ninety  days 
has  been  served  on  owners  of  buildings  to  provide  suitable  fire 
escapes,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Fire  Marshal  and 
Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  to  see  that  all  the  requirements 
of  law  in  regard  to  fire  escapes  are  complied  with,  and  to  re- 
port to  the  City  Solicitor  all  cases  of  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  June  11,  1879,  or  of 
this  Ordinance,  and  the  City  Solicitor  shall  thereupon  insti- 
tute proceedings  for  the  collection  of  penalties,  or  the  due 
enforcement  of  the  law  against  the  person  or  persons  so 
offending."

Section  1.  The  /Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  oi'dain,  That  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes 
are  hereby  authorized  and  reijuired  forthwith  to  levy  on  the 
taxable  property  returned  by  the  Assessors  as  the  assessment 
made  in  the  year  1885,  (except  such  as  are  marked  agricultural 
and  farm  lands,  and  rural  or  suburban),  a  tax  of  one  (1)  dollar 
and  eighty-five  (85)  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed 
value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1886  as 
one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  following 
objects  for  the  said  year,  viz  : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  Public  Schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-two  (22) 
cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  Funded  Debt, 
and  for  the  Sinking  Fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71)  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  Public  Highways,  the  suui  of 
eight  (8)  cents.

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Item  6.  For  the  Supply  of  Water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  Police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  Markets  and  City  Property,  the 
sum  of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  the  Department  of  Fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7) 
cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  Prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  the  Health  Department,  the  sum  of  two  (2) 
cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  Municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to 
be  printed  on  the  tax  bills,  the  rates  voted  for  the  objects 
hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the 
relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the 
assessed  property  situate  in  the  Wards  where  houses  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the 
Eighteenth  Section  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  June,  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per 
annum  shall  be  allowed.  If  paid  after  the  thirtieth  day  of 
June,  and  on,  or  before  the  first  day  of  August,  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  shall  be  added  and  made 
payable  to  the  same.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  August, 
and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  there  shall  be  an 
addition  or  penalty  of  one  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first 
day  of  September,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October, 
there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  and  one-half  per 
cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  October,  and  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  November,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty 
of  two  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  November,  and 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of   December,  there  shall  be  an 
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addition  or  penalty  of  three  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first 
day  of  December,  and  on,  or  before  the  first  day  of  January, 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  four  per  cent ;  and  upon  all  taxes 
remaining  unpaid  after  the  first  day  of  January,  there  shall  be 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  five  per  cent,  added  to  and  made 
payable  on  the  same.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver 
of  Taxes  to  display  from  day  to  day,  in  large  figures  and  in  a 
conspicuous  place  in  the  Tax  Office,  the  amount  of  discount  or 
penalty  fixed  by  ordinance.

Gentlemen: — On  Saturday,  the  nineteenth  inst.,  I  made  a 
hurried  examination  of  the  Falls  Wooden  Bridge  over  the 
Schuylkill  river,  and  found  it  dangerously  decayed  in  at  least 
two  places,  consequently  ordered  the  bridge  closed  to  travel  that 
night. 

Later,  more  thorough  examinations  showed  that  though  the 
floor  system  is  reasonably  good,  there  is  nothing  to  support  it. 
The  trusses  and  arches  of  the  north  span  are  entirely  unfit  to 
support  more  than  their  own  weight. 

In  1860,  the  bridge  was  built  of  timber  arranged  on  the 
Burr  plan.  October  23,  1878,  the  two  southerly  spans  were 
destroyed  in  a  gale  of  wind.  February,  1879,  these  two  spans 
were  rebuilt  w^ith  timber  arranged  to  form  Howe  Trusses,  rein- 
forced with  wooden  arches.  These  two  spans  appear  to  be  in 
fair  condition — possibly  may  need  some  slight  repair.  The 
north  span  that  has  now  failed,  is  a  part*  of  the  old  Burr  bridge 
that  was  built  25  years  ago.  It  is  estimated  that  it  will  cost 
about  $5,000  to  remove  the  old  Burr  bridge  and  substitute 
therefor  wooden  Howe  Trusses,  with  arches  similar  to  those  in 
in  the  southern  span. 

To  expedite  matters,  I  have  not  waited  for  previous  action 
by   Councils,   but  have  advertised  for  such  Avork,  bids  to  be 
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opened  on  Friday,  October  2.     The  right  to  reject  any  or  all 
bids  is  reserved. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend,  that  as  early  as  practicable, 
a  suitable  iron  bridge  be  substituted  for  the  entire  present 
structure.  The  Survey  Department  estimated  approximately 
the  cost  of  such  an  iron  bridge  at  $60,000. 

The  present  bridge  cannot  be  opened  for  travel  again,  until 
a  new  span  is  erected.  Any  temporary  trestle  work  to  support 
the  present  flooring  system  would  be  expensive  and  require 
some  time  for  construction,  while  high  water  or  an  ice  freshet 
would  at  once  demolish  it. 

There  is  probably  a  sufficient  balance  in  the  appropriation 
for  repairs  to  bridges  to  build  the  new  span  with  timber. 

Will  Councils  authorize  me  to  proceed  with  the  work  as 
advertised,  or  postpone  operations  until  plans  for  an  iron 
structure  can  be  perfected  and  a  sufficient  appropriation 
secured.

To  carry  the  sewage  into  it  by  the  separate  system,  from  fac- 
tories and  houses  at  Falls  village  and  Manayunk,  through  pipes, 
will  require  sixty  eight  thousand  dollars,  making  $268,000. 

There  is  a  balance  of  f  18,000  on  this  year's  appropriation 
which  has  not  yet  been  expended,  because  it  has  been  held  in 
reserve  in  order  that  a  contract  may  be  entered  into  before  the 
end  of  this  year  for  carrying  1,000  feet  of  sower  through  and 
under  the  canal  at  Manayunk,  Avhich  should  be  done  while 
navigation  is  closed,  between  December  and  March. 

If  this  money  is  used  for  extension  in  any  other  place,  so 
that  the  contract  for  the  canal  section  would  have  to  be  paid  for 
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out  of  the  appropriation  for  1886,  the  work  could  not  be  done 
until  the. year  1887,  causing  delay  of  a  whole  year. 

In  accordance  with  this  statement,  I  have  reported  to  the 
Oity  Controller  that  $250,000  will  be  required  for  the  work, 
and  an  additional  sum  of  $50,000  to  build  the  necessary  storm 
water  sewers  in  the  valley  of  Dobson's  run  and  JMifflin  street 
at  Falls  bridge.

of  the  following  streets,  viz. :  Stillman  street,  from  Colum- 
bia avenue  to  Montgomery  street,  in  Twenty-ninth  Ward, 
cost  for  intersections  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifteen 
(115)  dollars;  Mulberry  street,  from  Baker  to  Wood  streets, 
in  the  T^venty-first  Ward,  cost  for  intersections  and  unassess- 
able property  not  to  exceed  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars ;  Wood- 
stock and  Sober  streets,  from  Dickinson  street  to  a  point  one 
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hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet  north  of  Tasker  street,  in  the 
Twenty-sixth  Ward,  at  a  cost  for  intersections  and  crossing 
stones  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  dollars.

Defining  what  information  shall  be  supplied  when  the  grading 
or  surface  drainage  of  a  street  is  to  be  provided  for,  and 
empowering  the  Highway  Committee  in  certain  cases  to 
authorize  work. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Conwion  Councils  of  the  City 
of  PhiladelpJiia  do  ordain,  That  wdienever  an  ordinance  for 
grading  a  street  is  presented  in  Councils,  it  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate  from  the  District  Surveyor,  stating,  first 
the  amount  of  grading  required,  and  the  estimated  cost  there- 
of; second,  Avhat  provision,  if  any,  is  necessary  to  provide  for 
crossing  streams  or  other  obstructions,  and  for  properly  pro- 
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viding  for  surface  drainage,  with  the  estimated  cost  thereof; 
third,  whether  any  other  street  or  streets  shoukl  be  graded  at 
the  same  time,  or  in  conjunction  with  the  street  named. 

Sect.  2.  That  whenever  any  graded  street  has  not  received 
the  proper  provisions  for  surface  drainage,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  to  at  once  report  all 
facts  relative  thereto  to  the  Committee  on  Highways,  with  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  necessary  improvements,  and  should 
the  estimated  cost  be  less  than  one  hundred  (100)  dollars,  the 
Highway  Committee  may  authorize  the  said  improvements  to 
be  made  and  charged  to  the  item  for  grading  in  the  annual 
appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Highways.
